The Prince of Wiile* A<lvi*cttto Visit 
the S uited State*. 

The London Times, of the 20th ult., after 
discussing the contemplated visit of the Prince 
of Wales to Canada, says: 

Ii would be a matter of regret if the Prince of 
Wales, satisfied with the homage ol the Cana- 
dians, should neglect to visit the Republic which 
now plays so greut a part in the world. We do 
not, of course, aulicipate in any case that the 
Prince would return to England without having 
set loot on the United Slates' territory; but there 
are different ways of visiting a country, snd as 
none repays attentive observation more than the 
Ad. ericao Republic, so none is likely to be so ill 
understood as a Hying tourist. America is not a 
Country of museums and palaces, to be "done" 
in so many days with a Murray's Handbook. 

Its interest consists in its people, in the phases 
of civilization through which they are passing, in 
the political and commercial activity which they 
display, in iheir energy and restlessness, their great- 
ness and iheir weakness. 

Although we cannot expect that a youth in his 
nineteenth year should be able to appreciate the 
American Commonwealth, yet we leel sure that 
a journey through the United Slates, and some 
association with the people, would not be lost la- 
bor. Of a kind, courteous reception the son of 
tiue en Victoria may be very sure. The interest I 
ol A inericans in the descendants of the lor men I 
ruler of their country, is second only to that of 
Englishmen themselves, and, whatever may have 
been formerly the case, the feeling is now one of 
good will and sympathy. The Prince of Wales 
might find both instruction and recreation in a 
visit to the Atlantic cities, whether it be New 
York in all its ambitious and span new rplcndorj 
or its quiel rivals. 

There is much to be learned from a few weeks 
of such travel — more than a Royal personage may 
ever afterwards have an opportunity of learning. 
One who is called lo such high destinies, and who 
will have such opportunities of directing the tastes 
of his countrymen, may advantageously study 
the progress in the arts of life by a jieople thrown, 
as it were but yesterday, on the shores of a ncsf 
continent, a progress not less wonderful than their 
commercial prospei ity. If the Prince of Wales 
should farther visit the President of the United 
State- at Washington, the courtesy will, we f eel 
sure, be appreciated, and tend to draw closer the 
bonds which unite the two countries. 

Execution of Colonel Hayne. 

Among the distinguished men that fell vic- 
tims during the war of the American Revolu- 
tion, was Colonel Isaac Hayne, of South Caro- 
lina; a man, who, by amiability of character and 
high sentiments of houor and uprightness, had 
secured the goodwill and affection of all »ho 
knew him. He had a wile i nd six small chidren, 
the eldest a boy thirteen years of age. His wile, 
to whom he was tenderly attached, fell a victim 
to disease; an event hastened probably by the in- 
conveniences and sufferings incident lo a state of 
war, in which the whale family largely partici- 
pated. Colonel Hayne hinwell was taken priso- 
ner by the British forces, Bed in a sh irt time was 
exec.li'd on lhe,*3M!'.w». under ei: c. ::).-! a m-i : < 
calculated to cxcusjjtie deepest commiseration. 
A great number oPS^ersons, both English and 
American, interceded for his life. The ladies ol 
Charleston signed a petition in his behalf; his 
motherless children were presented on their 
bended knees as suitors lor their beloved father; 
but ail in vain. 

During ihe imprisonment of Ihe falher, the 
eldest son was permitted to stay with him in pris- 
on. Beholding his only surviving parent, for 
whom be felt I he deepest affection, loaded with 
irons and condemned to die, he was overwhelmed 
with const dilution and sorrow. The wretched 
father endeavored to console him by reminding 
him thai the unavailing grief of the son tended 
only to increase his own misery; that we came 
into this world merely to die, and he could even 
rejoice that his troubles wcie so near nt an end. 
"To morrow ," said he, "I set out lor immortali- 
ty. You will accompany ine lo the place of exe- 
cution; and wdien I utn dead, take my body and 
bury it by the side of your mother." '1 he youth 
fell hereon his father's neck, crying: "Oh, my 
father! my father! 1 will die without yon!" — 
Colonel Hayne, as he was loaded with chains, 
could not return the embrace of his son, and 
merely said to him in reply: "Live, mvson — live 
lo honor God by a good life; live to serve your 
country ; live to take care of your brother and 
sifters." The next moruing Colonel Hayne was 
conducted to the place of execution. 

His son accompanied him. Soon as they came 
in sight of the gallows, the father strengthened | 
himself and said: "Now, my boy, show yourself 
a man! That tree is the boundary of my lite, 
and all my life's sorrows. Beyond that the wick- 
ed cease from troubling and i be weary are at re^t. 
Don't lav too much at heart our separation; it 
will be but short. To-day I die, and you, my son, 
though but young, must shortly follow me " 
"Yes, my father," replied the broken-he irted 
youth, "I shall shortly follow you. For, indeed, I 
feel that I can't live long." And his melancholy 
anticipation was fulfilled in a manner more dread- 
ful than is implied in the mere extinction of life. 
On seeing his father in the hands of the execu- 
tioner, and then struggling in the halter, he stood 
like one transfixed and motionless with horror. 
Till then he had wept incessantly; but soon as he 
saw that sight, the fountain ol his tears were 
staunched, and he never wept more. He died 
insane; and in his last moments often called upon 
his father in terras that brought tears fro in the 
hardest heart.

Tiic <i re.it Sea Serpent. 

The British Banner has beaten the Ameri- 
can flag, anil has actually got dominion over 
the "tarnal snake" at last. The following ex- 
tract from the Iogof the British barque Ban- 
ner, will j^ivc some idea of the strength anil 
size of this monster of the deep: 

On the 25th April, in lat. 12 dep. 7 in. E., 
Ion. 1)3 deg. ;"»2 in. S , fell a strong sensation, as 
if the ship were trembling; sent the second male 
to see wtutt was up. The latter called to me to 
go up the fore ringing and look over the bows. 1 
did S.O, and saw an enormous serpent shaking the 
bowsprit with his mouth. There was about thir- 
ty foot of the serpent out of the water, and I 
could see his tail in the water abaft ol our stern; 
must have been at least three huudered feet long; 
was about the circumference of a verr wide crin- 
oline petticoat, with black back, shaggy mane, 
horn on hit forehead, and Urge glaring eves, 
placed rather near the nose, and jaws about eight 
feet long. He did not observe me, and continued 
shaking the bowsprit, and throwing the sea Along- 
side into a foam until the former came clear away 
of the ship. The serpent was powerful enough, 
although the ship was carryir.g all sail, and goii!£ 
about six knots at the time he attacked us, lo 
stop her way completely. 

When the bow sprit, w ith the jibboom sai's and 
rigging, went by the board, the monster swallow- 
ed i lie foretopinast staysail ami flying jib with 
the greatest apparent ease; he also snappped ihe 
thickest of the rigging asunder like thread. He 
sheared off a little after this, and returned appa- 
rently to scratch himself against the side of the 
ship, making a most extraordinary noise, resem- 
bling that on board a steamer when the boilers 
are blowing off. A whale breached within a mile 
oil' the ship, at this time, and the serpent darted 
off after it like a flash of lightning — striking the 
vessel with its tail, and staving in all the starboard 
quarter galley. Saw no more of it, hut caught a 
young one in the afternoon, and brought it on to 
.Melbourne.

or that the member* of such companies Shall bo 
eighteen years of tge. The commanding officer under 
tho present organization of such companies, shall 
make out a statement of ajl arms, equipments, and 
public pr*>pcrt> in possession of the company and uf 
its members, and submit tho same to the county

'1 he statement id' arms, thus indors- 
ed, together frith T ';a oojnmander*j report of the 
strength of the company, shall be transmitted to the 
inspector general, who shall cause the oompany to be 
mustered into the State tJuard. and the election of 
officers to take place in the same manner as is provid- 
ed for a new company. 

"$*96. Should any agisting company fail, within 
the required lime, to comply with the above pre- 
scribed condition's, if shall be considered as disband- 
ed; and it shall be the duty ol' the county attorney, 
or the Commonwealth's attorney for the district in 
which such disbanded company existed, on tho rep- 
resentation of any Officer ol the Active Militia, to 
take the nece-sar> lcg;il steps to obtain the restitu- 
tion of the State anus and oilier property which bad 
been issued for the u*o of sueh company. 

*' $ 27. After the expiration of ninety dajs from the 
passage of this net. no person who is not a member 
of the Active Militia, shall retain or have in his pos- 
session, at any time, arms or military eauipments be- 
longing to the State, unless they 1 ave been properly 
issued to such person in pur.-uanee ol law, and ho 
shall bo permilted bj proper authority to retuin the 
same in the discharge of a pu blic dutj ; and no per- 
son, whether of the Active Militia or not, shall use 
any public arms or equipments tor his private use;

BY direction of the Governor of the State, the at- 
tention of the proper civil officers is called to t lie 
following previsions of tho new Military Law, whieh 
relate to Ihe enrollment of the whole body of the 
.Militia, viz : 

AKTH'l.K II. 

**$ I. The Knrnlled Militia shall consist of nil able- 
bodied white male persons between the :icr<*s of eigh- 
teen and f<-rty -five years, who may be citizens or res- 
idents of the State, except persons who have served 
not Las than five years in the Army or Navy of the 
United States, persons who may be active members 
of the Volunteer Militia, an'! persons already exempt 
from military service by the laws of the U nited States 
or of this State. 
"$ 2. It shall be the duty of the assessors to prc- 
| pare a list annually of all persons liable to becnroll- 
. ed.iiving witbin their respective limits; and they shall 
I annually make out a roll or list ol all such names, ami 
i place it, before the first day of June, in the hands of 
I ttie clerk ot the county court of the county in whieh 
Sueh persons live; ami it shall be the duty of every 
sueh elerk. immediately t hereafter, to record said roQ 
or list of ^nanies, in u book to be provided for that 
purpese. in the same mariner as other books of record 
are provided; and such record shall be deemed a SO I* 
flcient notification to al! persons whose names are 
thus recorded, that they have been enrolled in the 
Militia. 

I *"$4. That it shall be the duty of the clerk of every 
county court U) transmit to the Adjutant General of 

j the State prior to the first day of September, in 

I every year, an annual return, stating tho number of 
the Militia of such county that have been enrolled. 

j "$ 5. That for the serviees required by this act. of 
the assessor and county court elerk. there shall he 

!■ allowed to each of these officers the sum of one cent 

r for each name returned by the assessor and enrolled 
by the 'derk. 

6*. AH county clerks, assessors, sheriffs, or other 

* civil officers, upon whom are devolved the discharge 
of specific duties under t his act. who shall neglect or 

J refuse to obey thy provisions of law herein specified, 
shall forfeit and pay not more than five hundred nor 
less than twenty dollars tor each and every offense to 
bo recovered in any curt of competent j urisaiction, 
for the aee of the Commonwealth. 

For the purpose of organizing the Enrolled 
Militia, each county shall be considered a regimental 
district; and all existing military districts and offices 
therein are hereby abolished. 

"$ H. At the first annual election held after the 
passage of this act, a Colonel and Lieut. Colonel shall 
be elected by the persons in each regimental district 
subject to enrollment, in the same manner, and at 
the same time and places, and under the same forms, 
that civil officers are chosen at said election; and the 
result of the election for such Colonel and Lieulcn- 
ant Colonel shall beCirttned by the board of exam- 
iners to the Adjutant General of the State; and in 
the event of a vacancy occurring or existing in eith- 
er of said offices, it shall bo filled in tho same man- 
ner as is above provided, at the next ensuing animal 
election; but the Commander-in-Chief shall have 
authority to order a special election to fill such va- 
cancy." 

The objects of the abovo sections of the law are, 
firstly, to obtain a lull enrollment of the entire Mili- 
tia ot the Slate, with a view of enabling the Adju- 
tant General to make a complete return to the gener- 
eral government, as a basis on which todraw our full 
quota of arms; and, secondly to provide, by the elec- 
tion of prop .r officers in every county, for a complete 
organization of tho Enrolled Militia iote compan- 
ies, battallinns.and regiments The assessors will use 
cverv mo ins (o mike their lists us complete as possi- 
| ble. and the*coiinty clerks are desired to make their 
I returns to my office as soon as practicable after en- 
rollment. Tho actual number of persons enrolled, 
and not the names, will be reported by the county 
clerks to my office. 

Section 9of Article IV makes il the special duty of 
the Adjutant Gc er.il to see that the 'Yfficcs of 
Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel in each regimental 
district shall be constantly filled." In obedience to 
this in j notion, I therefore call tho attention of the 
proper civil officer* to See'ion S, Article II, herein 
quoted. A column will he opened in tho poll bowks 
at every place of voting in each county, at the next 
August election, to record the votes for the offices of 
Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel for the regimental 
district; and the board of examiners arc desired to 
report theresnltof such elect ion as early as practi- 
cable. All persons In the count) liable to be enroll" 
ed, and no others, will bo entitled to vote for those 
officers. 

As soon ftS the Colonel is commissioned, instruc- 
tions will be given for his guidance in organizing his 
regimental district.

The delay can be 
profitably employed by them in the elementary drill 
of the school of the soldier. 

11 . The military law prescribes that the State Guard 
shall be a light corps, and adopts for the infantry the 
system of instruction pursued in the United States 
Army, konwn as "Hardee's Hide and Light Infantry 
Tactics."
